Com- 
mander Glassford ignored the or- 
der and proceeded with rescue 
work, rendering notable service. 
After a conference, the Yokohama 
officials made no further protest. 


Commander Glassford won the 


Distinguished Service Cross in the 
World War by saving nearly all 
his crew when his ship, the U. S.

of the Lions' Club at the Hotel 
Oakland. He spoke on the scientif- 
ic aspect of the recent earthquake 
in Japan and mentioned the fact 
that orfly a few of the after shocks 
were recorded by the Berkeley In- 
struments, while the Instruments 
In Mexico City, which are much 
superior to ours, recorded them in 
detail. 
" - 
"The nearest first class seismo- 


graph station,to Japan is the one 
in 
Mexico City," 
he said. 
"It 


seems 
to 
me that in a country 


w h e r e 
earthquake 
protection 


means so much, it is not much to 
our credit that we have no first 
class station. I would suggest that 
you do all you can toward bringing 
about tho establishment of a first 
class seismograph at the University 
of California. 
SEA AND JOATfD REVERSED, 
"If we compare the whole of 


geological history to one day, In 
the early morning of that day, 
what is now sea adjoining Japan 
was land and what is now land was 
shallcttv sea, being gradually filled 
by mud and sand washed down 
from the mainland. 
At 10 or 11 


o'clock in the morning of the geo- 
logical day, a great pressure de- 
veloped eastward 
and 
westward 


ar.d the lanfl was folded up. the 
folds running north 
and 
south. 


Those folds formed the backbone 
of Japan. In the course of the ge- 
ological 
afternoon 
sediments 


worked' downward and the land 
was again folded up. Such a stress 
was then put upon this portion of 
Asia as to break Japan in two. 


"When the geological day was 
drawing to a close, another great 
period of mountain building oc- 
curred, and it Is this period of 
Structure which is now going on. 
The country is broken up in blocks, 
the major line running north and 
south. There are other lines of 
fracture east and west 
of this 


main rift.

FANTASTIC OKLAHOMA. 


There have been few chapters in American 


history as fantastic as that which is being 
written in Oklahoma. A man who calls him- 
self a Dragon haa sought to dictate to a Gov- 
ernor, a legislature has paraded through the 
streets to the capitol flanked by grim men who 
glared threateningly froin under the brims of 
broad hats. There has been BO much of child's 
play, melodrama and bhiff in the events lead- 
ing up to the threats to impeach Governor 
Walton and the dispersal of the legislators 
who sought to call a special session against his 
orders, that it is difficult, from a distance, to 
find a reasonable perspective. 


This much has been brought out. 
When 


men take their play-acting and themselves too 
seriously they may become obsessed of mob 
hysteria. Parades and speeches, repetition of 
high-sounding words may lead to violence. 
Oklahoma, from all accounts, has been a tinder 
box and all the sauity aud patriotism df its 
population has been needed to keep the sparks 
away. 


It is probable that Governor Walton made 


the mistake of overestimating the dangers, that 
he saw the situation through prejudiced 
eyes, but there is no disputing the point that 
when tbe issue became one between the con- 
stituted authority of the State aud a secret or- 
ganization, there could be no dodging and no 
equivocation. He made his stand and he had 
to see it through. President Coolidge acted 
wisely in refusing the use of a Federal build- 
ing for a legislative meeting called against'the 
orders of the Governor. 


The whole question is beyond that of any 


particular organisation aud its rights to ritual 
or.assembly. It is one of respect for the law 
aiid the preservation of American institutions.
